G.S.R. 698<E).—The following draft of certain 
rules further to amend the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Rules, 19.55 which the Central Gov- 
emment propose.s to make, in cx.ercisc of the 
powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 
of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 
(37 of 1954) and after consultation with the Cent¬ 
ral Committee for Food Standards, is hereby pub¬ 
lished as required by the said sub-section for the 
information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby; and notice is hereby given that the 
said draft rules will be taken into con.s.ideration 
on or after the expiry of a jrcriod of sixty days 
from the date on which the copies of the (Gazette 
of India in which this notification is published are 
made available to the public.

DRAFT RUT.RS 

1. (1) These rules may be called Prevention of 
Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette and shall continue 
to be in force for a period of two years, 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955 in rule 26 after clause (h) the following shall 
be inserted, namely ■ 

“(i) Kokum colourant. 

(j) Safflower colourant,” 

3. In Appendix ‘B’, after item A. 26.14, the follow¬ 
ing shall be inserted, namely :— 

“A. 26.15—Kokum colourant.—Kokum colourant 
is a concentrated aqueous extract of the fruit derived 
from the plant Garcinia indica and shall not contain 
any extraneous colouring matter. It shall be manu¬ 
factured and packed under hygienic conditions. The 
concentrate .shall have 60’ brix minimum. 

Colour.—The hue of the colour depends on the 
RH value of the medium it is used in. At RH values 
2-3. the hue is a bright red. At a RH value of about 
4, more blue hues develop. 

S-Oa content.—Not niTOre than 200 ppm in the 
liquid contentrate-havln 60’ brix Shiption’s 
modification method).
